Such was the rudenes of the people, after they 
fell to theyꝛ owne phantaſies, and lett the eternal 
lyuing God and his tommaundementes, that thei 
deuiled innumerable Images a gods. Jn whyche 
erroz and blyndnes they did remaine, vntyll ſuch⸗ 
tyme as almyghty God,pyteing the blyndneſſe of 
man ent his true pꝛophet Moyſes into the woꝛld 
to repꝛoue and rebuke this extreme madneſſe and 
to teach the people to know the only lpuyng God, 
and his true honoz and woꝛſbip. But the coꝛrupte 
inclination of man, was ſo much geuen to folowe 
bis owne phantaſies (and as you woulde ſape) to 
lauour his owne byꝛde that he bzought vppe hym 
ſelfe, that al the admonitiong,exhoztacions, bene⸗ 
lites, ⁊ teatnynges of God, coulde not kepe hym 
the denyees kr om ſuch his inuentiong. Fo; not withſtandynge 
and Jdola- al the beneſiteg of God, ſhewed vnto the people of 
Ifrorures, Ilraell, pet whey Moles went vp into the moun⸗ 
taine.to ſpeake withalmightie God: he had tary- 
End cri, D tYere but a ſe we dayes, when the people began 
d. ri. to inuẽt new gods. And as it came in their heades 
they made a calſe ol gald, a kneled down and woz 
ſhipped it. And after p thei folowed the Moabites 
and woꝛſhipped Beelphegoz the Moabites God. 
Keadethe boke of Judges, the bokes ol the kings

Moloch, Chamos, Yechs, 
Baalpeoz, Iſtargth, Beel, che Diagon, Pꝛlapus, 
the bꝛaſen ſerpente, the twelue ſgnes. and manxe 
other, vnto whole images the people wyth greate 
deuotion inuented pilgrtmages;pzecious decking 
and ſenſing them, kneling do wne and oſkering, to 
them, thinkinge that an high merite befoze God, 
to be eſtemed aboue the pꝛecepteg d tommaunde⸗ 
mentes of $0d. And where at that tyme god cõ⸗ 
maunded no ſacrifyce to be made, but in Jeruſalẽ 
onely thet did cleane contrarp, making altars and 
ſacrifices euerpe where, in hylles, in woodes a in 
houſles,not regarding gods gommaundementes, 
but eſteminge they: owne phantaſyes #deuocion 
to be better then they. And the erroz hereof was 
ſo ſpꝛead abꝛoad that not onely the vnlearned peo 
ple, dut alſo the Pꝛieſtes a teachers of the people, 
partly by glozp# couetouſnes were cozrupted , 
partly by ignozaunce blyndly decepued wyth the 
ſame abhoininacions:Do much that king Achab 
hauing but onely Helias a true teacher and mini⸗ 
ſter ot od, there were eyght hundzed and fyltye 
pꝛieſtes, that perſwaded hym to honoꝛ Baall, and 
to do lacrifice in the wodes oꝛ groues. And ſo con 
tinued that hoꝛrible erroꝛ, vntyll the thzee noble 
kinges, as Jolaphat, Ez echias, and Joſias, gods 
choſen miniſters.deſtroped the lameclearelpe, and 
bzought againe the people from ſuch rhep2 lapned 
inuentions, vnto the verye commaundementes ol 
God: loʒ the whych thing, they immoꝛtal reward 
and glozy doth a ſpal n 200 
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Religyo's And beſyde the fozoſaid inuentions, the incling 
mongethe tion of man to haue his owne holie deuocions, de⸗ 
Iewes. uiled new ſectes az religions, called Phariſes, Sa 
duteis, and Scribes, wyth many holye and godly 
traditions & oꝛdinaunces (as it ſemed by the out⸗ 
warde apparaunte and goodiye gliſteringe ofthe 
workes)but in very dede al tending to Jdolatry,. 
ſuperſticion and hipocriſye:their heartes wythin 
beynge full of malyce,pzyDe,couetouſnes, and all 
wyckednes. Agaynſt which lectes, a their pꝛeten 
ſed holines chꝛiſt eryed out moꝛe vehemẽ tly thẽ he 
did agapnſt any other perſons, ſay ing and oltẽ re⸗ 
Math. xxiii heat ling theſe wozdes: Moe be to you Scribes x 
Phariſeps. ye hypocrites, foz vou make cleane the 
veſſel withoute, but wythin, vou be ful of rauine x 
fyithines:thou blyude Phariſey, and hipocrit, firſt 
make the in warde parte cleane:foʒ notwythſtã⸗ 
dyng al the goodly tradicions, #outward ſhews 
of good woozkes,deuyſed of their owne i 
tion, wherby they appeared to the wozld,moſt res 
ligious and holy of al men:yet Chʒyſt (who ſawe 
theyz heartes)knew that they were in wardely in 
the ſyght ol God moſt vnholy, moſt abhominable 
and fartheſt from God of almen. Therefozeſayd 
he vnto them:Hipocrites,the pꝛophete Elayſpake 
nb. ful truelye ol you, when he ſayde. This people ho⸗ 
Sur. xx. nour me with their lyppes, but theyz hearte is far 
from me. they wozthyppeme in vayne, that teache 
Doctrynes and commaundemẽts of men. Foz pou 
leaue thecommaundements ol God, to kepe pour 
ovonetradicions., 
And though Chzyſt layde they wozſbip god in

ol men, vet he meant nat thereby to ouerthzowall ananee 
mens cõmaundements, foꝛ he him ſelfe was ener tvs mus 
obedient to the Pꝛintes and their laws, made foz andkepee, 
good oꝛder and gouernaunte ofthe people, but he prrnoras, 
repꝛoued the lawes and tradicyons, made by the

This ar⸗ 
rogancy god deteſted, chat mi ſbould ſo aduaunte 
his lawes, to make them equal wyth Gods lawes 
wherin the true honoꝛyng and right woꝛſhipping 
or god ſtandeth. and to make his laws loz them to 
be lefte of god hath appoynted his la wes, wherby 
hys pleaſure is to be honoured, His pleaſure is al⸗ 
ſo, that all mens lawes beyng not contrary to his 
lawes, ſhalbe obeyed and kepte, as good and netel 
ſary fozeuery common weale, but not as thynges 
wherein pꝛyncipallp his honoz reſteth. Ind al Cts 
uil and mans lawes, eyther be oz ſhoulde be, made 
to bꝛyng in men the beiter to kepe Gods lawes:ß 
conſequentlye,o2 folowyngly, God (houlde be the 
better honoꝛed by them. Howebeit the Scribes a 
Phariſeis were not contẽt that their lawes ſhuld
